In the affidavit, Miss 'Nesbit says that 


ibt'was 18 years old, having been born 
on; O&ristmas day,-. 1884. 
During Juno. 


190S, she said she went to Europe with 
her,; mother, at the request of Thaw, They 
texdayied in 'Paris for a. time, and then 
went-' to Boulogne. Miss Nesbit and her 
moth'or remaini'd there while Thaw wont 
to OLoidon. He returned for them and 
they went toflbondon. Then Thaw and 
Mlss-JiTesbitsmade a trip to Holland, Ger- 
mviy audvthe Austrian Tyrol. They 
traveled as man and wife, under the 
ouoe of Mr..'and Mrs. Dellin. 


Thejaflidavit tells of Thaw having 


lenwd'a' castle in the Austrian moun- 
tains where Miss Nesbit and Thaw con- 
tinned io.live together as man and wifo. 
While/at tho castle it ia alleged that 
Tt*w tore a bath robe from the girl ami 
leaving her absolutely naked, attacked 
her with a cowhide whip. 


' .•- TRIED TO CHOKE HER. 
."I..«8w-he was terrorized," snid Mies 


Nesbit in the affidavit, "and hia eyen 
wtrc. jjlariftZ, lie throw me on a bed 


and when I started to scream he put his 
lingers down my throat, and tried to 
choke me. Then upon my bare skin hp 
struck 
me several severe and violent 


blows with the cowhide whip. So bru. 
tally was I beaten that my skin waslett 
bruised and cut. 


"After the tirst beating he attacked 


me again and for .1 period of several 
minutes beat me. He acted like a de- 
mented man. 1 screamed, but we wer« 
far at one end of the castle and my erica 
could not be heard by the 
servants. 


When Thaw finally left me I was unable, 
to move, 


"The next day he repeated the nttack 


upon me, and unmercifully beat me. 
For, three months I was nervous. Dur- 
ing this time 1 was iu fear he would 
take my life. 


MOEE APPLICATION'S OF LASH. 
From Austria we went to Switzerhtnd, 


when one day I was in my nightgown, 
Thaw attacked me and beat me on my 
bare lags, below tiie knee. He continued 
on tlie slightest pretext to beat mo. Af- 
terward v.'e went to Paris where Thaw 
for an entire day, at intervals of half an 
hour, beat me continually with a rat- 
tan whip. 


•'He beat me each time; I was left 


swooning and fainting and could not 
realize all that happened. 


"While we were iu Paris ono day, I 


Found 
a small cedar box 
containin 


needles. I asked him about them an 
he said he had been ill and compelled t 
use cocaine. It was then for tho firs 
time that I knew he was addicted to th 
use of cocaine. I afterwards saw hii 
take the drug internally, by small pills 
He attempted to mnke me take one 0 
the pills." 


While in Paris, the affidavit goes 01 


Miss Xesbit was extremely nervous an 
was confined to her bed for t\vo weeks 
Thaw made her write a letter to Mis 
Simonton asking her to go to London. 


MADE THREAT TO KILL, 


"When she arrived, Thaw told lie 


about me," continues the affidavit, "anr 
threatened to kill me if I did not sub 
scribe to them." 


In the affidavit Miss Xesbit also ac 


ciised Thaw of taking from her severa 
things and other pieces of jewelry, S100 
in money in the shape of Cook's checks 


a trunk full of clotheSj and hat?. 


I came to America," the aft'ida 


vit continues, "I had a letter to Mr 
Longfellow from Mr. Thaw 'in which he 
asked Mr. Longfellow to have me fol- 
lowed by detectives, but to see thnt ] 
had everything I wanted.'' 


The concluding paragraph of the affi- 


davit reads: 


"I have often been told by Mr. Thaw

if he is acquitted outright the state will 
have no further hold upon him, but the 
members of his family will, and it is said 
they will cause his commitment to some 
sanitarium where he will spend the re- 
mainder of his diiys under mild restraint. 


It is snid that the mother and brothers 


of Harry K. Thaw regard him as insane 
They have bold this belief from the time 
when he killed White, and it was their 
purpose in the beginning to get him com- 
mitted to an asylum and thus avoid his 
trial.

be heard. Unless the price is fixed with- 
in sixty days and the city fails to ac- 
cept, it waives its right to purchase untii 
the expiration oF the ihcn current five 
year period.

ENTERED SKYLIGHT. 


A search revealed that the store was 
ntered from the skylight on the roo 
f the store, which was left open. The 
asps by which the skylight was fas 
ened. to tho opening in the roof, were 
rokcn and the skylight left some dis 
ance from the opening, 


Although it in believed that the rob- 


bery was committed by two men, only 
one is supposed to have entered the sky- 
light and made his 'way through the 
store.

That the moon was 
it one time part and parcel of the earth 
s beyond dispute but the latest achieve- 
ment of pointing out the exact origin of 
,ur Satellite is .quite unioue. It is con-

when the moon was hurled 


nto space'it separated from the earth 
it the place now occupied by the Pacific 
ocean. To support this contention three 
.rgumenta are posited—one relates to the 


range form of the Atlantic coast lines 


of the eastern and western'continents; 
the second shows the curious character 
of the Pacific coast lines and the volcanic 
nature of the Pacific ocean bed; the 
third deals with the permanent nature of 
both ocean beds. 


At some remote period (the years can 


only be calculated by hundreds of mil- 
lions) the velocity of the interior of the 
earth, whose sui-foce was a thin crust and 
interior of greater, fluidity than now, suf- 
ficed to fling into space a quantity of 
matter equal to about half a billion cubic 
miles.

The fact that the density'of the in- 


terior of the earth, is nine times that 
•of the surface, and that the density of 
V.he moon is that of the surface of the 
earth, shows that the substance forming 
the moon came from a superficial por- 
tion of the earth, a part that now re- 
sembles the surface of the moon—the 
neiglibor'nood of our volcanic Hawaiian 
islands.

There is nothing novel in this idea 


and the writer'quotes at length from a 
speech made by Lord Coleridge, when he 
was chief justice of England, in which 
that great and conservative lawyer laid I 
down the principle that the laws of 
property must stand upon the foot of the 
general advantage. It is therefore, of the 
highest importance, if we are to escape 
violent revolution, to consider whether 
we cannot find some basis for private 
property which might receive the ap- 
proval of the majority of the American 
electorate. The writer makes a sugges- 
tion in this direction, the adoption of 
which would effectively curb the process 
of rapid accumulation in a few hands. 
Referring to the argument that the great 
abilities of some men would not be used 
in the public service if they did not re- 
ceive vast remuneration, X says: 


"The truth is that no genuine sen-ice in 


nny department of human effort has ever 
been-conferred upon mankind merely for 
the sake of money, nor is any person who 
is desirous of having 'money to burn' ca- 
pable of rendering any really valuable 
service.
